1E fact, brought out at a meeting of 
the Victoria police commission, that 
there has been not one accident in schol 
zones in the city since the junior patrols 
organized by the Kiwanis Club took over 
traffic control of them deserves much 
more than passing reference, It is a quite 
astonishing record.
